In his speech yesterday, Miller 
said the Governor’s orders which 
have halted construction work and 
curtailed personnel were “most 
unfortunate from an administra- 
tive and practical business stand- 
point.” 

He continued: “Our govern- 
ment is supposed to be adminis- 
tered under two kinds of law, stat- 
utory and constitutional. The or- 
ganization of the highway board, 
its. duties and responsibilities, and 
the selection of its personnel are 
definitely provided for by statu- 
tory law.

A meat loaf offers opportunity 
for the housewife to economize in 
a pleasant, easy way. The econ- 
omy lies in the fact that the less 
expensive cuts can be used for 
grinding and the pleasant part is 
that a good meat loaf is really 
something to talk about. 

It is not necessary to buy round 
steak for meat loaf; the shank, 
chuck or neck cuts are just as 
well-flavored and nutritious, and 
the grinding breaks the long 
muscle fibers making for adequete 
tenderness. The best-liked meat 
loaf mixture is beef and pork in 
the proportion of 1 pound beef to 
1-2 pound pork. When only beef 
is used it is well to have a little 
suet ground with the lean to make 
for better flavor. Ground veal 
makes good meat loaf and this 
too, should have a little pork 
ground with it, 1-4 pound of lean 
and fat pork to 2 pounds of veal 
gives good flavor.

Italian Meat Loaf. 

2 pounds ground beef 

1 pound ground fresh pork 

1 cup fine dry bread crumbs 

1 finely cut onion 

2 eggs, slightly beaten 

1-2 cup milk

The four Georgia Tech “Ger- 
mans,” in so far as eating habits 
are concerned, were a bit irritated 
yesterday. They had read an edi- 
torial which appeared in The Con- 
stitution Wednesday morning, 
making two allegations. 

In order to prove anything, it| 
said, the boys must not. only eat. 
Nazi war rations but also refrain /| 


from riding in automobiles because |} 


of the gasoline shortage, and do) 
hard labor at least 12 hours a day 
as befits a German youth. 

So yesterday <eorge Stribling 
pulled his lean and hungry self 
together and recounted how he 
spent 31 hours a week in classes, 
30 hours a week studying, eight 
hours a week fencing, and three 
hours a week in R. O. T. C. drill. 

His “if that isnt hard labor I'll 
eat it” was chorused by*the other 
three who have similar schedules. 
Particularly irritated was Ed 
Schmidt, who, instead of fencing, 
has 15 hours per week devoted to 
a student job. 

As to automobile riding, they 
sneered, and cried out for a col- 
lege student with enough money, 
(1) to buy an automobile; (2) to 
furnish it with gasoline even in 
this land of plenty. 

As to what they are proving 


they pointed to the scales, falling 
faster than a barometer in the | 
middle of a typhoon. Henry; 
Mayo’s weight dropped so fast, h 
said yesterday, it made him dizzy 
—literally dizzy. 

Yesterday’s lunch with beef 
stew and turnips was hailed as 
the best meal encountered so far 
on the diet of German war rations 
begun last Monday. Today their 
fare switches to an accent even 
more German than before. Here- 
tofore they have been allotted 
eight slices of rye bread apiece 
but yesterday Manager Jack Les- 
ter, of the Georgia Tech College 
Inn, where the boys are eating, 
said he had prepared real potato 
bread. And potato bread, al- 
though it looks white and fluffy, 
is said to be tough and tasteless.

Eight-Day Celebration of 
Chanukko Will Begin 
Thursday. 


Jews the world over will begin 
a new century of symbolic rededi- 
cation of themsélves to the ideals 
of their faith next Thursday with 
kindling of the lights of Chanuk- 
ko, the feast of lights. 

The feast, the 25th day. of Kis- 
lev, 5700, according to the Jewish 
calendar, marks the anniversary 
of the rededication in 165 B. C. 


‘of the Temple altar which had 


been recaptured from the Syrian 
tyrant, Antiochus. 

According to legend, the first 
cruse of oil lighted in the te- 
claimed temple, lasted for eight 
days, so today, in celebrating the 
feast, Jews kindle lights for the 
same length of time.

BANK REVIEW SAYS 


Textile Mills in Sixth 
Federal Reserve District 
Increase Consumption; 
Iron Plants Are Busy. 


Industrial activity in the Sixth | 
Federal Reserve District reached | 
almost record levels during Octo-| 
ber, while developments ug | 
other business lines were less fa4| 
vorable, the monthly business re- 
view released yesterday by the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
reported. 

All of the district’s iron furnaces 
are busy; the production of textiles 
as evidenced by cotton consump-| 
tion, and the production of pig 
iron have risen sharply, the review 
stated, Coal production also has in- 
creased more than seasonally. | 

Georgia mills consumed 140,000 
bales of cotton during the month 
as compared to 128,000 during 
September and 106,000 in October, 
1938. Mills in Alabama, Georgia 
and Tenrnessee, the three impor- 
tant textilé manufacturing states 
in the six-state area, used 233,000 
bales during the month. 

Mill Output Up. | 

Mills, the review noted, in-| 
creased their operations by 4.9 per | 
cent, while the October daily aver-— 
age rate of cotton, consumption 
had previously been exceeded 
only in February and .vlarch, 1937. 

Farm income for September, the 
last month on which the bank had 
complete figures, was two and. 
one-half times as large as in Au- 
gust, and 20.5 per cent more than 
in September, 1938. | 

Wholesale prices of farm prod- 
ucts rose early in the month, av-) 


eraging 12.5 per cent above the 


August level, but were. less than 
1 per cent above September, 1938. 

One the less favorable side, the! 
summary reported department 
store sales increased 3.4 per cent 
over September on a daily average 
basis, “a gain much smaller than 
usually occurs at that time,” and. 
the seasonally adjusted index de- 
clined. October sales, however, 
were nine per cent larger than in 
that month last year. | 

Atlanta retail sales showed a 6.7 | 
per cent gain over October, 1938, 
but declined 5.8 per cent from last 
September. 


Business Failures Double. 


Business failures in the district | 
in October totaled 65, almost dou- | 
ble the September figure, and 11; 
more than were reported in Oc-, 
tober, 1938. | 

“Following a rise of 55.8 per cent | 
from August to September, resi- | 
dential contracts in the district de- | 
clined 12.1 per cent,” the review 
stated. “This decrease was slight- | 
ly more than enough to offset an/| 
increase of 11.3 per cent in other | 
classes of awards, and the district 
total declined 1.5 per cent. | 

“Despite these October develop- | 
ments,” the review pointed out, 
“it should be remembered that 
residential construction in the dis- | 
trict has improved markedly since | 
1933 to reach a level higher than | 
any year since 1926. This is a' 
record far better than that for the 
nation.” | 

Loans Increase. | 

Both loans and investments at 
reporting member banks in the 
district have increased further in 
recent weeks, the Federal Reserve 
reported, and deposits continue at! 
a high level. | 

“Estimated excess reserves have | 
declined considerably more than 
necessary to support the increase 
in deposits, indicating a flow of. 
funds out of the district,” the re-. 
view continued. | 

“In recent years, however, ex- | 
cess reserves have been so large| 
that a decline no longer consti- | 
tutes a sign of impending tighten- | 
ing in the money market.” | 

Bank clearings at 26 :seporting 
cities in the district gained 6.5 per 
cent over September and were 8.1 | 
per cent greater than in October, 
1938, compared with a decrease of |

In other words, the distributing 
plant buys regular bottle milk 
from the farmer at a little’ more 
than seven cents, sells it to the 
retailer for 12 cents per quart and 
the retailer sells it to the consum- 
er for 14 cents per quart. 

The Georgia Milk | Producers 
Confederation, Inc., is a co-opera- 
tive. As Commissioner Roberts 
explained it, the farmers pool their 
milk and their expenses. Every 
month they meet, figure up their 
expenses and then divide the prof- 
its. There are some 200 mem- 
bers. 

The confederation sells straight 
from the farmer to the consumer, 
although Duncan maintains that it 
‘does a retail business through its 
| 22 stores scattered in various parts 
of Atlanta. 
| A customer goes to the confed- 
|eration plant or one of its stores, 
_buys his milk, pays cash and car- 
‘ries it home. There is no middle- 
‘man. There is no distributor. 
| Roberts claims that the confed- 
|eration can make a profit for the 
farmers by selling milk at 10 cents 
_a quart. Such was the case before 
‘the Milk Control Board came into 
' being, he said. 
| Delivery Costs. 

The 700 or 800 trucks delivering 
milk daily in @tlanta are respon- 
sible for a considerable amount of 
the cost of milk to the consumer, 
/he pointed out. Why, Roberts asks, 
can’t Atlantans buy milk much as 
they do ice in many instances—go 
‘to the plant and get it? 

Speaking for the Milk Control 
Board, Duncan pointed out that 
the independents control the ma- 
_jority of business in Atlanta and 
‘because they have the majority 
they should control the prices. If 
the confederation and other such 
/co-operatives are allowed to con- 
tinue, they might, in time, drive 
'the independents out of business, 
provided they were able to supply 
the milk. 

“Is it fair,” he asked, “to let 10 
per cent of the producers tear up 
the business of the other 90 per 
cent? Gradually the 10 per cent 
'would absorb the entire market 
and there would be a monopoly.”

Georgia prepared for the Fact- 
Finding Movement. It is pointed 
out that erosion has totally de- 
stroyed an area of cropland equal 
to 12 average Georgia counties; 
has washed one-half the top soil 
from an area equal to 70 counties, 
and that the fertility of 90 per 
cent of the land has been reduced 
through growing cultivated crops. 

The report lists 15 steps for con- 
trolling and reducing erosion as 
follows: 


1. Plant trees on steep hill- 
sides. 

2. Protect woods from fires. 

3. Devote lands to permanent 
pastures or perennial hay. 

4. Terrace crop land and pro- 
vide terrace maintenance. 

5. Practice strip-cropping for 
support of terraces and control of 
sheet erosion. 

6. Produce more close-growing 
rather than row crops. 

7. Mulch galls with crop resi- 
dues,

8. Plant with the contour of the 
land, instead of in straight rows. 

9. Follow a-~ definite rotation 
system, including winter and sum- 
mer cover crops, 

10. Provide meadow strips and 
sodded terrace outlets for the safe 
disposal of excess water. 

11. Turn under green cover 
crops to increase absorptive capa-

It suggests 10 ways of maintain- 
ing soil fertility. They are: 

1, Control soil erosion. 

2. Grow legume crops. 

3. Turn under vegetative mat- 
ter, including legumes, - grain 
stubble, corn and cotton stalks, 
and other crop residues, (Do not 
burn anything.) 

4. Allow ‘livestock to harvest 
crops in the field. 

“Keep Growing.” 

5. Keep a crop growing on the 
land as many months in the year 
as possible; use your land for 
growing soil improvement crops 
when not growing cash crops. 

6. Return animal manure to the 
land. 

7. Apply lime and plant foods 
which may be lacking. 

8. Hold every-drop of water 
that falls on the land so far as 
possible, 

9. Follow a definite rotation 
plan. 

10. Make farming an occupation 
that places @mphasis on selling 
labor rather than soil fertility. 

“If we do not solve the prob- 
lems of soil erosion and soil fer- 
tility,’ declares the report, “we 
cannot solve any other important 
farm problem with which we are 
faced.” 

It is urged that a farm manage- 
ment plan, emphasizing soil prob- 
lems, be made for every farm gn 
Georgia. Many such plans already 
have been made, and soil conser- 
vation workers, county agents and 
teachers of vocational agriculture 
are prepared to help in develop- 
ing such farm programs. 

Farmers are besought to take 
advantage of the Soil Conservation 
Districts’ law to form districts em- 
bracing all Georgia counties, 
which is termed “the future plan 
for carrying on the work of con- 
serving the soil and water re- 
sources of the state.” 

It also is urged that so long as 
the present AAA, or Soil Conser- 
vation Act, or any like it, is in 
force, farmers should take advan- 
tage to the fullest extent of the 
cash payments offered for carry- 
ing out soil conserving practices. 

Each year, it is pointed out, 
Georgia turns back millions of 
dollars to the federal treasury for 
failure to do those things which 
will enrich soils and, as a result, 
increase acre yields and cash in- 
comes.

Morituri te Salutamus 
When the final page of history of mankind 
has been written there will be no recording of 
crime more wanton and more cruel than the 
Russian attack on Finland, which took place 


yesterday. 


It is necessary to turn back to dim days of 
primitive barbarism to find a parallel for this 
ruthless savagery against a helplessly outnum- 
bered neighbor state. Utterly unprovoked, the 
Soviet hordes by sea and air and land are dev- 
astating the cities and the homes of a peace- 
ful people, for no other reason than the heart- 
less ambition of a power-drunk dictator, the 
millionfold murderer, Josef Stalin. 

Yet it is not an altogether non-resistant vic- 
tim the Russian gangster facts. Finland. stands, 
foredoomed to national death. 

No more heart-wringing spectacle has been 
seen in the arena of the world. Great Russia, 


‘ 1 possessing more territory, more resources al- 


ww 


ready than she can conceivably use, has turn- 
ed power-covetous eyes to the west, and, be- 
cause little Finland stands upon her pathway 
to world conquest, the heavy boot of Stalinism 
moves to crush out Finnish life, with no more 
compunetion than an elephant would feel in 
stepping on a worm. 

To effect this rape of a helpless people, the 
Soviet government ignores its own solemnly 
given word,.tears up the treaty it made so short 
a time ago. In that treaty there was a clause 
that neither side could abrogate it save on six 
months’ notice. It was Tuesday of this week 
when Molotoff, Soviet commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, declared the treaty renounced and it 
was on Thursday, less than 48 hours afterwards 


. that the might of Russian arms was launched 


against the Finns. Not six months, barely twice 
24 hours. 

Thete have been apologists for Hitler, in 
all the occasions when he found it convenient 
to violate treaties made by Germany with 
neighbor states. There can be no shadow of 
apology for the action of Russia against Fin- 
land. 

And, while the Soviet rains death upon the 


little country of the Finns, the whole world 


watches in disgust, tempered with apprehen- 
sion for what may.come next. Is this the open- 
ing move of the oft-predicted attempt, ‘by 
Stalin, to conquer all of Europe? Will the Red 
armies. next march, with irresistible might, 
across Sweden and Norway? Will Soviet planes 
and warships shower steel upon Denmark? Will 
Stalin, with sardonic laughter, turn against his 
treatymate, Hitler, and add a war-weakened 
Germany to his loot? Will France and Britain 
face, in the not distant future, a power-drunk 
Russia, determined to crush them, too? 

All these questions, and more, are pounding 
against the minds of men the world over, today. 

There is one thing clear, and one only. If 
the attack on Finland is the overture to a con- 
flict which shall see the western world aligned 
against the east, there is no nation, no home, 
no individual on earth that can remain aloof. 
Isolation will be impossible then. For it will 
be a war between the west, with its concept of 
human freedom, against the theory that eman- 
ates from the,philosophies of the east, that 
man is nothing but a helpless puppet of the 
state. It will be conflict between western civili- 
zation, inherited from Rome and its pride in 
free citizenry, and the hordes of the east who 
have no heritage, no conception of individual 
liberty. 

In the meantime, while the helpless world 
looks on, spectators in the amphitheater of the 
nations, Finland reels under hopeless con- 
flict with her giant foe and proclaims, “We, 
who are soon to die, salute ye.”

On display are designs 
for flying machines, models of parachutes, an 
elementary differential gear similar to that in 
use in today’s motor cars, a shaping and cutting 
machine, a planing machine for copper, roller- 
bearing systems, cranes, musical instruments, 
bridges, printing presses and multiple-barrel 
machine guns. 

Adding interest to the display is the fact 
that every model has been constructed from 
raw material available to artisans of Da Vinci’s 
day. This is proof positive the great Italian 
worked not merely with his imagination, but 
produced inventions capable of being built and 
used in his own far-off day. The working 
models have been made to the specifications in 
Da Vinci’s notes and writings. 

Further proof of this man’s. remarkable 
talents is seen in that 14 rooms were required 
to house models, drawings, and writings relat- 
ing to mathematics, astronomy, geology, geog- 
raphy, hydraulics, botany, anatomy, optics, 
acoustics, mechanics, flying, architecture, mili- 
tary art, sculpture, painting and city planning.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
TRANQUILITY THREATENED WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.— 


The President’s desire for 
domestic tranquility will have its first real te8t on December. 5, 
when utilities executives will begin conferences with the national 
policy committee on national defense power needs. 

For the sake of reasonable unity in the war emergency, the 
President undoubtedly wants to keep the businessmen and the con- 
servative Democrats as happy as he can. But power policy is his 
personal hobby. It is the last field in which the New Deal group, 
always opposed to business appeasement, remains active and domi- 
nant. An aggressive power policy is being urged on the President, 
and may tempt him so strongly that domestic tranquility will be 
knocked into a cocked hat. 


From preliminary huffings, puffings 
and name-callings on both sides, it is 
being inferred that another big row between the utilities and the 
government is now in progress. This is not quite the fact. Both 
sides anxiously desire to avoid a row. Both sides want to compro- 
mise. The trouble, which has already caused the huffings, puffings 
and name-callings aforementioned, arises from the feeling of each 
side that it is misunderstood by the other. Three great questions 
are at issue: 

1. The Securities and Exchange Commission has a_ previously 
undisclosed plan to start stern legal proceedings against utilities 
holding companies which have proved slow in integrating them- 
selves under the holding company act. The members of the SEC 
think they have waited*long enough to get action from the utilities. 
A fair number of companies have been co-operative, and against 
these there is no complaint. The large majority, however, are 
thought by the SEC to be waiting for 1940 and a possible change in 
the political weather. This it is not proposed to allow. 

Two methods of procedure are open—separate suits against the 
recalcitrant companies, or mass suits against the entire industry, to 
compel it as a whole to comply with the law. So strong is SEC 
feeling in the matter that the second, more severe procedure now 
seems more popular with the commission. 

2. The war has revived the President’s pet project for a public 
power development on the St. Lawrence river. This fel! through 
before because of opposition in the senate and the Canadians’ lack 
of interest. It is thought that both the senate and the Canadians 
may now be brought ’round, and the project will probably be re- 
vived at the next session of congress. 

3. The grid system of high-tension power lines to connect the 
large eastern utilit?fes systems is what will-chiefly occupy the com- 
mittee meeting on Tuesday. Connecting these systems is thought 
vital by government experts. They want to spend $300,000,000 at 
once on the most essential links, and $500,000,000 more in a five 
to seven-year long-range program. The national power policy com- 
mittee has already concluded that the money should be supplied by 
the government, but there is argument whether the high-tension 
lines, on¢e built, would belong to the government or the. utilities. 
Except as national defense projects, they are unprofitable. 


ONLY THE PRESIDENT Each of these great questions is 


thoroughly confused by clamorous 
assertions and counter-assertions on both sides. Government men, 
like Harold Ickes and Benjamin V. Cohen, regard the. grid system 
of high-tension lines as perfectly innocent and very necessary. They 
state that until recently it was approved by the utilities men them- 
selves. The utilities executives, on the other hand, see in the pro- 
posed system another governmental effort to obtain an increased 
foothold in their business, and are accordingly deeply alarmed. 

So, too, the government men say that the St. Lawrence power 
project will affect only one utilities company, Niagara-Hudson, and 
that it will be the policy to establish co-operation between the 
project and the company. Utilities men regard the project as a 
symbol—a violation of the principle that there shall be no further 
governmental ventures in the power business. As for: the differ- 
ence between the utility men’s and the SEC’s views of the utilities’ 
compliance with the holding company act, it is such a broad chasm 
that bridging it will be well-nigh impossible. Only the President 
can impose a comproinise. His handling of the problem will be

A Captain Howell 


Inexplicable.”’ 

Ida Howell McAliley contributes 
another “inexplicable” anecdote 
from real life. This is about Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell, first presi- 
dent and editor-in-chief of The 
Constitution, father of the late 
Ciark Howell. The story can best 
be told, I expect, just as written. 
Here it is: 

“In response to your request for 
stories dealing with the inexplic- 
able, I am sending one that was 
the experience of the late Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell. 

“Before relating it, however, 
it may be interesting to those who 
are so ‘Gone With the Wind’ 
conscious, to quote a paragraph 
from an account of the battle of 
Atlanta, published on its 75th an- 
niversary: 

‘“The 42d regiment fighting with 
the Georgia first state troops made 
a brilliant record that day. De- 
Gress’ battery had created havoc 
among the Confederates and the 
artillery of Captain Howell was 
ordered to charge across the field 
of fire and silence it. Captain 
Howell lost his horse but captured 
the battery.’ This encounter is 
shown in the Cyclorama painting. 


Beginning of 
The Constitution. 

“In an article called ‘The Story 
of The Constitution’s 60 Years,’ 
Sam Small wrote ‘When Captain 
Howell, who, returning from the 
war, became city editor of The 
Atlanta Intelligencer, then At- 
lanta’s only daily, giving him an 
acquaintance with journalism, and 
who had lately been solicitor gen- 
eral of the circuit and state sen- 
ator, took active management of 
The Constitution as president and 
editor-in-chief, he began a thor- 
ough reorganization of the forces. 
Captain Howell brought Henry 
Grady to The Constitution as a 
special writer and between them 
until death broke the bond, ex- 
isted an attachment of tenderest 
affection. In the ‘Life of Henry 
Grady’ a newspaperman is quot- 
ed as saying Henry Grady makes 
you feel like you want to be an 
angel and with the angels stand 
and Howell makes you feel as if 
he were the commander of an 
army, waving his sword and say- 
ing ‘follow me,’ and you would 
follow him to death!’ 

“Such was the man to whom 
came this remarkable, inexplic- 
able experience. In 1861, the first 
year of the Civil War, being then 
a 2l-year-old captain, he stopped 
in South Carolina, on his way to 
join his regiment in Virginia, to 
marry his fiancee, Miss Julia Er- 
win. It was necessary for him to 
leave immediately after the cere- 
mony, and he did not see his bride 
again for six months. She contin- 
ued to live with her mother, her 
husband paying her short visits 
whenever possible. On the night 
of September 21, 1863, having 
fought all day in the Battle of 
Chickamauga, the young captain 
went to sleep on the battlefield 


'with his head pillowed on the sad- 


dle removed from his tired horse.

“The son born the night of that 
dream was the late Clark Howell, 
also to become editor of The Con- 
stitution.”

Yet any person interested enough to investigate the cases of homi- 
cide will find them to be in direct ratio to the poverty and igno- 
rance of those involved. 

Dr. Embree is one of the nation’s most forthright and intelligent 
men. The contribution of the Fund to the south would not be 
measured in such great proportions were it not for his vision and 
industry. | 

I assume he will discuss the experiment at West Georgia College 
at Carrollton, which experiment is the most significant in the entire 
university system. 


CROPS OF ECUADOR Dr. Embree, who is southern born, 


knew that school children often 
learned, in rural schools, to recite the crops and produce of foreign 
countries. They would be letter perfect, say, on Ecuador, and know 
nothing at all about the crops and produce of their own state. 

Every man who has gone about in Georgia, talking and listen- 
ing, has had many farm boys tell them that they, the farm boys, 
were prepared at high school for everything except going back to 
the farm and meeting some of its problems. 

This sort of thing came to Dr. Embree and to his staff. They 
resolved on an experiment. Money was set aside from the Fund 
and the co-operation of the board of regents obtained. 

There was begun at West Georgia College the training of rural 
teachers for the rural job. The rural teacher cannot sit ori his 
bench and be content with teaching arithmetic, geography and the. 
ordinary subjects as proscribed by the board. 

The rural teacher hears all the woes and the joys. He or she 
comes to know individual families and their problems. The rural 
teacher, to be a real teacher, must occupy a place in the community 
long after the school has closed for the day. : 

_ The rural school teacher must, in theory, teach every waking 
hour. His little schoolhouse must become a source of light for 
ycung and old. : 

_ That was the idea as conceived by Dr. Embree. He knew that 
it was unfair to the teachers themselves to expect them, with one 
set system of training, be fitted for rural work. 


THE TRAINING SCHOOLS So, at West Georgia College wed

are being trained in the problems they will encounter when they 


take over the jobs in their country schools. 

_Problems of tenancy, sharecropping, poor industrial conditions, 
soil conservation, of marketing, of home-making—all thése, and 
more, are being studied. 

New York state 
spends $141. 


Dr. Embree believes the economic level of the south will be raised 
when the economic level of the lower third, —- and black, is 
raised. Any plan which contemplates raising mefely the lot of 
the white section of rural Georgia is doomed. The level, as a 
whole, must be. raised. . | 

Dr. Embree believes, and properly so, this cannot be done until 
the education the state offers in the rural communities fits the 
needs of those communities. 

Therefore, the Rosenwald Fund is contributing money to make 
possible this sort of teaching. When it has been done the economic 
worth of the south will increase with tremendous speed. Indeed, it 
will increase as this education is given, growing as it grows. 

So, it ought to be interesting in Carrollton tonight. I am in- 
formed the students at West Georgia College have cleaned up their 
campus and the buildings until not a straw or a match may be 
found. It glitters and glistens. 

The: meeting will be well worth attending. To those non-mem- 
bers in Atlanta, the evening may be recommended as one of inter- 
est—if, of course, one is interested in Georgia.

We are like a prodigal heir who has wasted most of his estate 
and now must get to work or lose the rest. 

Our capitalistic-democratic system has worked for a century 
and a half because we had natural advantages that made it work 
in spite of folly and abuse and neglect. 

Glance back over our history and you will see that we never 
have had a national plan of co-operation to make our system work 
well. Each has done as he pleased, leaving the government to 
professional politicians, and yet we thrived because we had a 
continent to loot and a vast construction job to complete. 

When times got hard in a settled region, there was more land 
farther west. The mere holding of land was good business, for 
prices always went up. The virgin soil produced big crops with- 
out fertilizer. There were orchards to plant; there were forests 
to cut down, railroads to build, mines to open. 

When these things were exploited, advance of the “machine 

age” brought new opportunities. There were factories to build and 
new products to manufacture. We moved to town and became an 
industrial nation, competing for markets all over the world. 
_ _ When we had this job organized, another blessing appeared 
to keep things booming. The cheap automobile provided fortunes 
for many and work for millions. A land full of cars needed con- 
crete highways and service stations and repair shops. And the 
demand for gasoline developed new oil fields, pipe lines, tanks, 
refineries. Nobody knows how many millions of people now have 
jobs serving the automobile—producing the cotton, wood, leather, 
glass, rubber, steel; building the roads; keeping the books; selling 
and servicing. A great part of the nation serving a vehicle. 

But now the exploiting business has slowed up; much of our 
foreign market is gone, for nations are living at home; much of our 
soil has been washed and blown away and land values have quit 
climbing; we have more factories than we need. 

The radio. airplane and other new things have brought us a 
little new wealth to divide, but there is no other bonanza in sight. 
There is no more easy money. Like older lands, we must settle 
down and live on what we have. ,

For the first time, we must make our system work under diffi- 
culties and we don’t know how to go about it. Cranks plan hand- 
outs, and puzzled politicians adopt a defeatist attitude and talk of a 
“permanent problem of unemployment.” 

If it is permanent, strife and danger and defeat are permanent. 
There is the test of our national character and worthiness to sur- 
vive. We must find a way to make our system work under difficul- 
ties, or we and it are licked.

BERLIN, Nov. 30.—#)—The 
Nazi regime in Germany is “sym- 
pathetic to Russia,” authorized 
German sources said today in com- 
ment on reports that Russia was 
invading Finland. 

However, the official attitude as 
late as 5 p. m.

Is Famed as ‘White City of North’ 


New Architecture Considered Thoroughly Symbolic of 
Sturdy Complexion of Country, Yet Reminders of

Finland’s capital, impressive to 
travelers as the “White City of the 
North,” is one of the most modern 
cities in Europe. It has a popula- 
tion of 300,000. ! . 

Its new architecture — ultra- 
modern and gleaming white—is 
considered thoroughly symbolic of 
the sturdy complexion of the coun- 
try. Yet sprinkled here and there 
are architectural reminders of the 
years during which Finland was a 
grand duchy of imperial Russia 
under the Czars. 

Light Gray Color. 

Predominately Helsinki’s build- 
ings are a light gray in color, built 
of hard, native stone. 

One of the newest and most 
modern of Helsinki’s buildings is 
the general post office, a great 
white structure of modern lines, 
built a year ago. 

The great railway station, called 
the most modern in Europe, was 
built on the design of Eliel Saar- 
inen, Finland’s foremost architect, 
who is known in the United States 
for taking second prize in the com- 
petition for a design for the Chi- 
cago Tribune building.

Czars Are Found Here and There. 


The main portion of the Hel- 
sinki station is a.great dome-like 
structure, its broad entrance 
flanked by four great symbolic 
statues. At one end is a great 
gray and black clock tower that 
dominates a large portion of the 


city. 

' Wrapped Up With Sea. 

Helsinki’s business life is wrap- 
ped up with the sea—both ship- 
ping and fishing. It has large 
stretches of docks and wharves. 

A city of wide squares, broad 
thoroughfares and many beautiful 
esplanades, near Helsinki’s center 
is the broad marketplace just off 
the harbor. Immediately behind 
the marketplace is Senate square, 


perhaps the most important spot ' 


in the city. : 

Senate square is flanked by the 
University of Helsinki on one 
side and the state council building 
on the other. 

Helsinki prepared for the 1940 
Olympic games by constructing 
a vast, radiantly white modern 
stadium. . 

The great presidential palace on 
Senate square is of Russian archi- 
tecture. When Finland was a 
grand duchy it was the imperial 
palace used on such great occa- 
sions, as visits of the Czar. 


SMALL AIR FLEET 
HANDICAPS FINNS 


Small Nation Has Only 150 
Planes to Battle Rus- 
sia’s 7,000. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(?) 
Finland has only a comparative 
handful of warplanes to oppose 
the invading Russian air fleet, 
which is one of Europe’s largest. 

The Finns are credited in semi- 
official data here with only about 
150 military aircraft of all types, 
to more than 7,000 Red army 
craft. The Finnish force included 
50 seaplanes. Other aircraft were 
on order in the United States. 

At sea, however, the Finns have 
several ships conceivably able to 


trouble the Russian navy. 

These include two heavily 
armed coast defense ships, five 
small but modern submarines, and 
seven or more fast motor torpedo 
boats. 

The larger Soviet navy in the 
Baltic is headed by the 25-year- 
old battleships Marat and Revo- 
lutia, armed with 12-inch guns, 
whereas the Finns’ coast defense 
ships Vainamoinen and Ilmarinen 
have 10-inch guns. 

Information here is that the So- 
viet air fleet of more than 7,000 
planes is the world’s third in size, 
trailing only the German and 
British fotces in numbers. The 
planes are known to be less mod- 
ern, however, than those of other 
leading powers. 

One authority credits Russia 
with 5,550 operating r‘anes, aside 
from reserves. Of these, half are 
believed to be more than three 
years old. The Red army air 
force is reported to be divided 
into 140 heavy bombing squad- 
rons, 60 light bomber squadrons, 
460 fighter squadrons, and 110 
reconnaissance and miscellaneous 
squadrons,

He went to 
Berlin after two years in Russia, 
and of course he thought Berlin 
flowed with milk and honey after 
Moscow. But you’ve just come 
from América. You won’t think 
‘so. Buy yourself a canvass kit 


bag and take in all you can carry. 
| It'll be a long, cold, hungry win- 
' ter.” 


And then, to cap this, came the 
Prince and the Baron, two en- 
gaging young Germans in the 
cocktail room of the Hotel Ex- 
célsior who stopped at our table 
to speak to the Spanish girl from 
They 
in beautiful English— 
one had been a skii instructor in 
Sun Valley in America—that, since 
things were for the moment quiet 
on the westwall, they had got 
from their regiments to 
“Here 
sugar, cakes, choco- 
late, even cigarets—all we want!” 


'they explained gaily. 


With the Prince and the Baron 
and their eating trip to Italy in 
mind, I do my last minute shop- 
ing. A dozen tins of canned but- 
each holding about half a 
pound (guaranteed for a _-year) 
and each costing about 40 Ameri- 


can cents. One a week for about 
three months if I need it. A doz- 
en huge bars of Swiss milk choco- 
late with almonds in them—(I re- 
member how every one craved 
sweets in Paris just after the last 
World War)—again one a week 
for three months. From the Eng- 
lish pharmacy in the Piazza de 
Spagna, one hundred ABCD vita- 
min tabléts (and a fancy little 
price they want for them), so that, 
if Germany is short on green 
stuffs, one a day will kéep away 
rickets, scurvy and foreign doc- 
tors. 

In addition, a suit of long, 
wool underwear (the first I’ve 
worn since I was 12), because 
who knows how much coal they 


'have, and, if I visit the Westwall, 


who expects it to be steam-heated 
in January? And then, in addi- 
tion to the flashlight for air-raids, 
all the current and old copies of 
the English and American news- 
papers I can buy from the corner 
newsstarid, because “If you want 
to do the press gang in Berlin a 
real favor, bring them in some 
newspapers. I’ve been in Rome 
six hours and i’ve read 15 from 
cover to cover. In Berlin you 
feel completely out of touch with 
the whole western world. They 
forbid the sale of British and 
French papers there. For some 
reason the American ones don’t 
seem to get through. Unless you 
can read Dutch or Norwegian you 
know only what you get from the 
German papers—which of course 
haven’t room for much American 


news. If you understand me. a 
And I said I did. 
Working for “Hoover.” 
“Well, then,” he said, “here’s 
something else you had better 
understand. It is that you’d bet- 


ter understand. It is that you’d 
better assume that everybody you 
talk to in there, except the 
American newspaper gang and 
our embassy crowd, is either 
working for Mr. Hoover or else 
is a friend of his.”

The Commerce Department char 
acterized Russia’s invasion of Fin< 
land today as threatening eéco<« 
nomic catastrophe to the little 
war-born republic. 

Finland’s trade with the United 
States, though much smaller than 


with Great Britain, has been ing - 


creasing steadily, and last year 
Finland bouught $19,252,000 
worth of goods from the United 
States and sold $16,684,000 worth 
to the United States. 


“The weak spot in Finnish 


economy,” the Commerce Depart- . 


ment said, “is the fact that the 
country is dependent to a very 
large degree on exports for its 
prosperity.” 

“Therefore, the effects of a cat« 
aclysmic war would inevitably 
have an immediate adverse effect 
in Finland.” 

The department issued a 20< 
page analysis of Finland’s econ~ 
omy, for the information of per« 
sons following the new conflict. 

The report showed that Fin< 
land’s prosperity has been based 
on huge exports of forest products 
and a few other items to Great 
Britain and other countries. I¢ 
was because of the large volume 
of exports, the department said, 
that Finland had enough foreign 
money to pay promptly on foreign 
debts such as the war debt to the 
United States government.

Free Raise 
By Harold Sharpsteen. 


With no intervening bid by sec- 
ond hand, partner of the opening 
bidder should sense the obliga- 
tion of keepirg the bidding open 
with any hand contaning at least 
a king and queen in different 
suits, a king and two jacks; or 
even three queens. \. 

Holding normal trump support, 
about one honor-trick, responding 
hand raises partner’s opening suit 
bid. Lacking normal trump sup- 
port, at least one honor-trick di- 
vided in two suits, responding 
hand bids one notrump. 

Neither the single raise nor the 
one notrump response requires the 
opening bidder to rebid his hand, 
because responder most likely 
would not have bid except for the 
fact that second hand passed. 

When second hand defensively 
overcalls the opening bid, third 
hand is not expected to. respond 
with a hand as weak as one hon- 
or-trick, because the intervening 
bid by opponent gives opening 
bidder another chance. 

Therefore, if third hand does 
raise or bid one no-trump, after 
an intervening bid, either response 
becomes a free response, promis- 
ing a minimum of 11-2 honor- 
tricks or the equivalent in trump- 
ing or ruffing tricks. 

In addition to normal trump 


: | support, the number of honor- 


tricks, needed for a free raise de- 
pends upon the ruffing value of 
raiser’s hand.

Woman's Quiz 


Q. What is the proper way to 
prepare a bed for a new baby? 

A. The book on Infant Care, is- 
sued by the Children’s Bureau of 
the United States Department of 
Labor, states ‘hat the first re- 
quisite of a good bed is that it 
should enable the child to lie per- 
fectly flat. The first bed may be 
a bassinet, or a large flat clothes 
basket, or even a wooden soap 
box. A folded piece of table pad- 
ding or several thicknesses of 
blanket may be used as a mattress; 
it must be flat and smooth. The 
basket or box should stand on a 
table, or on two chairs placed with 
their seats together, and should 
never be ieft on the floor with the 


baby in it. A larger bed will be 
needed when the baby tries to sit 
up, so that it is well to start with 
a permanent crib and a firm mat- 
tress that does not sag in the mid- 
dle. To make the baby’s bed, 
cover the mattress, or at least the 
middle section, with a piece of oil- 
cloth or soft rubber sheeting, to 
each corner of which a strong tape 
has been sewed. Tie these tapes 
together under the mattress to 
hold the rubber cover smooth. 
Over this place a cotton pad. Cover 
with a small sheet and tuck under 
the mattress so that the bed is 
perfectly smooth. If a sleeping 
bag is used no other covers are 
needed, except in cold. weather, 
when extra blankets may be used. 
Lightweight wool blankets are 
much warmer than heavy cotton 
ones. It is better not to use a 
pillow, as the baby will lie more 
nearly flat without one.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 30.— 
Evidence that the symbol of busi- 
ness prosperity continues to be 
linked more with the Republican 
party than with the Democratic 
party. in the minds of many voters 
today is revealed in a survey of 
public opinion just completed by 
the American Institute, 

The largest single group of vot- 
ers polled in the study express 
the view that business conditions 
would be more prosperous if there 
were a Republican administration 
in Washington. 

The linking of prosperity with 
Republicanism thus continues to 
be one of the strongest campaign 
appeals available to Republican 
strategists. The Republican Na- 
tional Committee has already 
been hammering away at it, for 
its weekly clipsheets sent to 
newspapers constantly repeat the 
slogan: “For a job vote G. O. P.” 

However, the Institute’s study 
also shows that the upturn in 
business during the past few 
months has caused some change 
of sentiment on the issue, for 
fewer voters: now think the Re- 
publicans would bring prosperity 
than thought so last June. 

In today’s survey, and in a sim- 
ilar study last June, the following 
issue was put to a cross-section of 
voters in every state: 

“Do you think business would 
be more prosperous ‘or less pros- 
perous if we had a Republican 
President in the White House?” 


The comparative results follow: 
Today June 


More Prosperous .. 41% 50% 
Less Prosperous ... 27 26 
Would Make No 

Difference 32 24 

The replies to the question, the 
study found, vary. sharply accord- 
ing to the. political party prefer- 
ence of the individual. Thus, Re- 
publicans are overwhelmingly 
convinced that business would be 
better under a President of their 
own party, while a substantial 
number of Democrats think it 
would be worse. 

When the vote by parties in the 
survey today is compared to the 
vote last June, a number of in- 
teresting facts appear. 

There has been relatively little 
change of opinion among the rank 
and file of Republican’ voters. 
Among Democrats, on the other 
hand, sentiment has changed con- 
siderably since last summer. 

Fewer Democrats are willing to 
admit that business would be any 
more prosperous under a Repub- 
iican, but many more now take 
the point of view that the election 
of a Republican administration 
would make no difference in busi- 
ness conditions. Last summer 
only about one-fourth of the 
Democrats polled thought this; to- 
day as many as 40 per cent feel 
that business prosperity is not de- 
pendent upon their party or its 
fate at the polls. The largest 
group of Democrats, however—50

REPORTED WOUNDED 


Foreign Minister’s Home De- 
stroyed in Air Raid, 
Newsman Says. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Friday, 
Dec. 1—(UP)—The newspaper 
Dagens Nyheter’s Helsinki cor- 


respondent wrote early today that 
the home of Finnish Foreign Min- 
ister Eljas Erkko on Kalevala 
street in Helsinki was destroyed 
in the Soviet air raid yesterday 
afternoon and that his 17-year-old 


daughter, Patricia, was wounded 
severely. 

The dispatch said Erkko’s wife 
and their seven-year-old son, 
Aatos, were unhurt. 

“Eight houses still were burn- 
ing in downtown Helsinki, but the 
fire was under control,” the dis- 
patch said. “The municipal hos- 
pital was burned out. I never 
saw worse scenes, even in Madrid 
or Barcelona. 

“The bombs were of the 250- 
kilogram type mixed with incen- 
diary. One of the big ones fell in 
the street near the Russian lega- 
tion and shattered the windows of 
the legation and fired three 
houses. I believe 60 to 80 persons 
were killed there as many women 
and children rushed to the cellar 
just before the building collapsed.”
